Further information indicates that the 50 Licente coin 
previously listed was strictly commemorative and not a 
circulation issue. No Lesotho coins are planned in 
the foreseeable future and the country plans to con- 
tinue to use South African currency. It therefore 
appears that all Lesotho coinage thus far has no status 
as even an intended coinage. 

The rare Taler (Y-l) has been restruck recently, but 
with a distinguishing mark. Originals show a small 
"A" under the bust, and the restrikes have a small "AT 1 
in place of the A.
